ROYAL GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF CORNWALL. 


TWENTY SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 


At the last anniversary the Couneil recorded the loss of several mem. 
bers, and they have again the painful duty of stating that the Society has, 
during the past year, sustained a similar bereavement. It must, indeed, 
be expected, from the average ratio of mortality, that some will be annually 
removed ; but it is to be lamented, that this common lot of man has fallen 
on one of our first and most munificent benefactors ;—on one, to whom the 
Council have always had recourse on all emergencies, and to whom appli- 
cation was never made in vain, but was ever responded to by the promptest 
and most cheerful liberality, Sueh was our Vice-Patron, Lord de Dun 
stanville, whose loss is now deplored,—whose name is associated with almost 
every useful object, and every benevolent institution connected with his 
native county,—and whose memory will therefore be always endeared to 
every true Cornishman. 

On reference to the Treasurer's Report, it will be seen that the Funds of 
the Society, though somewhat less than last year, are still prosperous; but 
it must not, therefore, be supposed that the income exceeds the demands for 
usefal expenditure, for many important objects might be attained, if greater 
resourees Were permanently at the command of the Institution. 

The members continue to inerease in: number; and it is hoped that the 
Society's cealous, and not inefficient exertions in the cause of science, will

As regards quality, the water used in London is occasionally open to much ' 
objection ; in summer jt often teems with insects and animalcula, and after 
heavy rains is not unfrequently for a time, muddy and turbid, a state in 
which it is neither wholesome nor agreeable to use. In point of quantity, 
how often do we find, in case of fire, that there is a lamentable deficiency 

of this indeed many striking instances have occurred within the last 
twelvemonths. ‘hat this deficiency should exist, is not indeed to be won- 

dered at, when we consider that the rapidly increasing population of Lont 

don oecasions a continually increasing consumption of this most necessary 

article, while, from the great expense attending such operations, it is only 

at comparatively long intervals, that new supplies can be afforded. The 

question then naturally arises, whether any abundant supply of pure 

water is attainable from other sources, than those by which it is now fur- 

nished, and if so, whether it can be obtained with certainty, and at a 

moderate cost, in those parts both of London and its vicinity which may 

require it. To this question there can be no difficulty in answering in the 

affirmative, and conceiving it to be desirable that so important a subject 

should be better generally understood, | shall now offer a few observations 

explanatory of the established facts on which this assertion is founded. Por 

this purpose it will be necessary briefly to describe the geological relations 

of London and its vicinity, as connected with the phenomenon of springs. 

It will thus be seen that there exists beneath our feet, in purity and abun- 

dance, and at depths easily accessible, the element we have long been 

accustomed to procure, almost exclusively, from more distant and expen- 

sive sources, and generally of far inferior quality. It is, 1 believe, very 

generally known, that the wells of London and its vicinity are of two distinct 

classes —the shallow wells, which supply many of the street pumps, those used 

for watering the roads, &e., and the deep wells, which supply some of the 

breweries, distilleries, and publie buildings. As regards quantity, the 

supply furnished by either class is very considerable, the latter is, however, 

by far the most copious, and may indeed be characterized as unfailing. In 

quality, however, there is a considerable difference, the shallow wells fur- 

nishing only what is termed hard water, while that of the deep wells is 

uniformly soft, and of a pure and salubrious quality. 


A slight examination of the sources of the springs, from which the above 
supplies of water are derived, will demonstrate that trials for water on the 
most extensive scale may be made with every probability of success, both 
in all parts of London, and overt a great extent of country adjoining, as 
nearly the same circumstances prevail throughout several of the surround. 
ing counties. The general substratum of London and its vicinity consists 
(as I need hardly remark) of beds of vegetable mould, and loose ferruginous 
gravel, resting on that extensive stratum of dark coloured clay, which has 
been termed by geologists, from its most important locality, the “ London 
clay.” From the loose and porous nature of these gravel beds, the rain 
water percolates readily through them, but is stopped in its course on 
reaching the dense and impervious stratum of the London clay, which it is 
unable to penetrate, and thercfore rests upon. ‘Thus the lowest part of the 
gravel, or that immediateiy in contact with the clay, becomes charged with 
water, forming what may be termed a water bearing stratum, and as the 
thickness of the gravel is never very great, a well twenty or thirty feet in 
depth, and often jess, will generally obtaina supply from this source. The 
quality of the water is, however, hard, as it becomes slightly impregnated 
with mineral matter (chiefly iron) in its passage through the gravel, and is 
also contaminated by the clay, which often contains iron pyrites, a small 
portion of phosphate of iron, and very probably sulphate of magnesia and 
other salts. The bed of gravel which forms the reservoir of springs of this 
class, or land springs as they are sometimes called, is however by no means 
co-extensive with the London clay, to which it forms, when viewed on the 
great scale, merely here and there a superficial and isolated covering. Spreh 
is the nature of that deposit which exists under the Metropolis generally, 
and in some directions especially to the westward, considerably beyond it. 
Notwithstanding, therefore, the vast quantity of water which it contains, it 
will readily be seen that any supply drawn from so thiu and circumseribed 
a stratum, however copious, cannot be absolutely permanent, even were the 
quality better adapted for domestic use than it actually is. A large portion 
of the vieinity of London is however entirely beyond the limits of this bed 
of gravel; both here then, and in the Metropolis itself, it becomes necessary 
to look for another source of water, and from the great thickness of the 
London clay and its impervions nature, this supply can only be obtained in 
most cases by sinking to very considerable depths, so as to pass entirely 
through it. We have now then arrived at the most important part of our sub- 
ject, or the consideration of the source from which many of the deep wells 
in and about London are abundantly supplied with excellent water, and 
from which an unlimited number, in addition, might be, at a comparatively 
moderate expence. It is thus in the power of the inhabitants, wherever 
circumstances may render such a course advisable, to procure this first 
necessary of life, quite independently of the present sources of supply. The 
great bed of London clay itself rests upon numerous strata of sand, some of 
which are equally pure and white with the sand we meet with on the sea 
shore, these strata being generally separated by beds of fine variecated clay. 
This group, though principally consisting of sand, is termed by ceologists, 
the * Plastic Clay Formation,” from some of its clay beds being used in the 
manufacture of pottery. This formation again rests upon the chalk, whieh, 
as is well known, rises to the surface both to the northward and southward 
of London. In the former districts it constitutes the chalk hills between 
St. Albans and Dunstable, and in the latter, the chalk range in the neigh- 
bourhood of Epsom and Dorking. Both these ranges of chalk hills extend 
eastward to the coast, and westward to the chalk districts of Hampshire, 
Wiltshire, and Dorsetshire, of which in fact they form a continuous por 
The vast tract of country thus enclosed, is often termed from its 
interior concave form, the “ chalk basin of London.”

SUPPLY OF WATER FOR THE METROPOLIS. 


To the Bditor of the Mining Journal. 


Sian, The following communtea*ion relates to a subject of some interes 
to the inhabitants of 4onden aod its vicinity, and from the nitare of you 











strata, the beds of sand before mentioned will of course also rise to the 
surface in suceession, alone the sides of the above extensive range of 
chalk hills, and generally at a level considerably higher than London and 
its vicinity. In some places, the plastic clay formation spreads over a 
large extent of country, several miles in breadth, occupying of course the 
space intervening between the London clay and the chalk. Here then we 
have a series of strata pervious to water, and occupying an extent of about 
100 miles im length, and generally 20 or 30 in breadth, London being 
nearly in the centre of the area. The edges of these strata rise to the 
surface, so as to drain an extent of many hundred square miles, and they 
coavey the immense body of water thus accumulated below the London 
clay, so as to form an enormous and inexhasstible natural reservoir beneath 
our fret, ready to give forth its supplies, whenever it is pierced into by wells 
of sufficient depth. From the general nature of the sandy strata, this 
water is not contaminated by mineral matter; it is therefore of a soft and 
pure quality, and with this additional advantage, that being derived frem 
a comparatively high level, the water generally rises to a considerabie 
height towards the surfaee, instead of requiring to be permanently drawn 
from the depth at which it is first obtained. The depth at which this 
supply of water may be reached, and the expense necessary to attain this 
olject, are the next subjects for inquiry ; but as these must vary much in 
different localities, the necessary details would require more space than 
coutd well be devoted to them on the present occasion. 1 shall therefore 
merely state, that the ascertained thickness of the Londun clay in most 
parts ‘of the metropolis and its vieinity, docs not exceed from two to three 
hundred feet, and ia the castern portion it is scarcely one. Immediately 
below it are situated the beds of sand before noticed, as being so copiously 
charged with water. The expense of sinking wells will also vary much, 
depending on their depth, size, and many other circumstances, but ip 
situations where they may be required, this expense, although amounting 
to a few bandred pounds, can hardly be considered as an important object. 
When, however, economy is desirable, a good supply might generally be 
obtained by boring only, in the manner of the Artesian wells, which ase 
now so frequently formed on the Continent. I have endeavoured to ren- 
der the  preeeding statement of well established facts, and the important 
practical applications which fow from them, as clear and intelligible as pos 
sitle,and hope they may not be considered uninteresting to your readers.

The folowing arti been extracted from a lecture, delivered 
on the salt springs of Worcestershire, by C. Hastings, M.D., F.G.S. 

It does not appear certain at what period the manufacture of salt was 
first carried on iu this country ; but we know that at Droitwich pits have 
been worked from very remote times. Salt was an object of taxation at a 
very early period. Ancus Martius, 640 years before our era, Salinarum 
vectigal iastitnit. This tribute was imposed on the Britons. when our isle 
was by the Romans, who worked the Droitwich mines, and who 
made salt a part of the pay of their soldiers, salarium, or salary; hence 
the custom at the Eton Montem of asking for salt. At this early time, in 
the manufacture of salt, prior to the use of coal, the evaporation of the 
brine was effected by the burning of wood, and serious inconvenience be- 
gan to be felt in consequence of the Forest of Fleckenhum being gradually 
diminished by the demands for the salt pits. Leland says: “ For making 
salt is a great and notable destruction of wood, and bath been and shall be 
hereafter, except men use much coppices of yonge woud.” “ The lack of 
wood is now felt in places near the wyche. For whereas in places near 
about they used to buy and take their wood, the wonted places are now sore 
decayed in wood. They be forced to seek wood as far as. Wercestes, and 
all the parts about Bromsgrove, Aulchureh, and Aulcester.” 1 asked a 
salter how much wood he supposed yearly to be spent at the furnaces, and 
he answered that by estimation there was spent 6000 loads yearly. This 
observation forces upon us the consideration of the importance of coal to 
the manufacturing pro-perity of this country. It is manifest that but for 
the cireumstance of coal having been made subservient to evaporating the 
brine, long ere this the manufacture of salt must have ceased in this 
country. Instead of that occurrence taking place, subsequent events have 
shown that commercial enterprise and well directed speculations have 
greatly increased the produce of salt. Until the year 1725 the brine that 
was procured to evaporate was comparatively weak, and afforded but a small 
proportion of salt. In faet, it was yielded by superficial springs situated 
above the bed of gypsum or talc, and the workings of the pits afforded but 
little advantage to the proprietors. In that vear, Sir Richard Lane, mayor 
of Worcester, made a most important discovery, which added great value 
to the salt springs, and in consequence of which the quantity ef salt pro- 
cured from these springs has been ever since very much increased. He be 
ing informed by some persons concerned in the salt works of Cheshire, 
that the stygngest brine in that county lay lower than the pits in Droit. 
wich were commonly sunk, ordered the gypsum whieh was at the bottem 
of the pits to be sunk through. Upon this the strong brine broke through 
in rich abundance into the pits. This was indeed a grand revolution in 
the brine pit speculations, and one which has been productive of most im- 
portant effvets to posterity ; but, however, like most other reyolutions, it 
was the occasion of considerable evil to many persons who were then con- 
cerned in the manufacture of salt, to whom the old or superficial pits be- 
longed. Dr. Nash says, “ From henceforth the old pits became of no value 
at all, which some years before were worth near £500 per annum, and es- 
teemed the surest property a man could enjoy. Charities designed to be- 
perpetual were funded in it; many women were jointured upon it; and 
such an estate was in every respect judged far preferable to land; so that 
the confusion and distress which ensued in the town and neighbourhood 
cannot easily be deseribed. So it is in the great seheme of communities, 
that changes are continually occurring, ruinous to individuals, but which 
work together so as greatly to inerease the prosperity of the state. We 
cannot here also help pausing to remark, how singular it appears, that 
nearly 2000 years prior to the discovery of the strong brine, man should 
have been directed, probably by the circumstance of the saline springs 
coming to the surface to evaporate the weaker brine,and should have gone 
on for that long period making use of this weak solution to procure the 
salt, when, if he had only dug a few feet deeper, much richer brine would 
have been found, which would have amply repaid him for the trouble of 
working it. The obvious conclusion from this observation is that we 
know not what treasures may yet be in store for us, buried in the earth’s 
bosom ; and it enforces upon us the conviction that in studying the strati- 
fication of the crust of the earth, we are not only doing what must inevi- 
tably add to our present happiness and enjoyment, but also that our re- 
searches may Jead to great practical advantages. 

With respect to the depth below the surface at which the brine is pro- 
cured, I may in the first place observe, that the marl from 12 to 18 feet to 
the surface, which jis about the depth of the pump wells at Droitwieh, is 
abundantly supplied with springs of water, which, in many parts of the 
town, afford very good pump water for domestic purposes. But this is not 
the case in parts of the town near to the south bank of the river Salwarp. 
Many of the wells in this direction, which are not much above 12 feet 
deep, yield water so much impregnated with salt as to be unfit for domestic 
purposes, I evaporated some water, for example, obtained from a pump in 
the town, a little to the south of the canal, and procured from a pint of 
water 540 grains of salt. Native brine, as it springs up from the earth, 
is beautifully transparent; being derived from so great a depth it is not 
subject to those variations of heat which affect more shallow springs, the 
temperature observed being generally 52 decrees. The specific gravity of the 
Droitwich spring varies from 1.190 to 1.200; that furnished by the spring 
at the works of Mr. A. Reed, at Stoke Prior, bas a gravity of 1.150; and 
the brine obtained from the spring of Messrs. Fardon and Gossage, at the 
latter place, possesses a specific gravity of 1.207, being fully saturated 
with salt. Perfectly saturated brine contains 26 per cent. of pure salt, 
and about } per cent. of sulphate of lime. An imperial gallon weighs 
12.07 Ibs. of avoirdupois, and contains 3.13 of salt. ‘The brine springs of 
Cheshire range in specific gravity from 1.150 to 1.200 and in their con. 
tents of salt from 20 to 26 per cent. Sea water contains rather more 
than 2 per cent. of common salt. lodine and bromine have been dis- 
covered to exist in the salt springs of Cheshire; but I have not been able 
to discover either of these powerful agents in the Woreestershire brine. In 
order to confirm or refute my own observations, | sent a portion of brine 
to my friend, Dr. Thomson, of Stratford, whose abilities as an accom- 
plished chemist are well known, and he informs me that bis analysis failed 
to detect either iodine or bromine in the brine. In procuring the salt 
from brine, the temperature required for boiling the solution is equal to 
220 devrees of Fahrenheit’s thermometer. This process yields what is 
usually called fine salt, the same that is employed for domestic purposes. 
Another kind, ealled broad salt, is made by evaporation at a lower tem- 
perature, by which the crystals, being formed more slowly and in a fluid 
not agilated by boiling, become more perfect in their form, and of a 
greater size. This kind of sat is chiefly exported, and employed for 
curing provisions, When the process of evaporation is conducted still 
more slowly, very large crystals are obtained, which are sold under the 
name of British bay salt. During the making of the salt, a considerable 
portion attaches itself to the pan, and by the influence of heat it becomes 
hard, and adheres very closely to the iron plates. This accumulates to 
such a thickness as cto render it necessary to be removed once a week, 
which is ettected by allowing the fires to burn out, and then beating the 
cake with large hammers. The seale thus breaks up into pieces varying 
in size, from a foot square and two inches thiek to smaller dimensions 
Phis product is called pan scale or picking, and when broken down to a 
coarse powder, is found to be exceedingly useful as a dressing for light 
sandy soils. The large masses of pan seale are particularly suited to be 
laid down in grazing fields, for the use of cattle; and its employment is 
strongly recommended to graziers, as the most beneficial results have been 
obtained from its use. 

The pans employed in these operations are made of wrought iron plates 
joined together by rivetting, and they vary considerably in dimensions, 
Those now in use for making fine salt are usually about 20 feet long, by 
20 feet wide, and 1 foot deep. A pan of this size yields about 20 tons of 
salt per week. The pan is fixed in a building suitably arranged for the 
escape of vapour, and immediately contiguous to this are sitaated the drying 
stoves. The fire employed for evaporation is so placed that the smoke 
flues are passed through the drying stoves before arriving at the chimney, 
and in this way sufficient heat is obtained for the drying process. As the 
evaporation goes on slowly in making broad salt, more extensive vessels are 
required to yield a sufficient quantity ; some of them are upwards of a bun- 
dred feet long. ‘These pans at Droitwich are heated by fires, but at Stoke 
Prior the heat is applied through the medium of steam. ‘The brine in this 
process is generally kept at a temperature between 160 and 170 degrees. 
The broad salt does not require to be dried in a stove, it is therefore thrown 
loose into a warebouse ready for exportation. The labour of making salt 
is usually paid for by contract at the rate of 2s. or 2s. Gd. per ton weight. 
A considerable part of this labour is perfarmed by females, who are said to 
withstand better the influence of heat in the drying stoves, where much ex 
ertion is used in moving the blocks of salt into various situations to promote 
and complete their perfect drying Ihe temperature of the stove ranges 
from 120 to 150 degrees. 
varies from 15 to 25 shillings per week, aceording tothe sitwation they 
occupy, either as contractors for the working of a pan, or labourers em

only two establishments for the manufacture of salt in this these 
were conducted by Messrs. Stuckey and Farley, at Droitwich, and the duty 
paid by them amounted to about 370,000 per annum; which sum 
the rate of £30 per ton of salt, would be equivalent to 12,333 tons of salt, 
and about 1-5th of this quantity was e duty free, making the annual 
product 14,400 tons. At the present tume (1835) there are several estab- 
lishments at Droitwich, producing together about 30,000 tons, and two at 
Stoke Prior, yielding about 15,000 tons per annum, making a total of 
45,000 tons in place of 14,000 tons produced in 1823; being an increase 
of more than 300 per cent. in 12 years. 

We cannot but feel pleasure in tracing the various processes through 
which the brine is made available to the production of many useful articles. 
In the first stage, we observe the brine converted into the various kinds of 
salt, viz. table salt, broad salt for the fisheries, bay, and agricultural salt. 
The refuse salt is next decomposed, and gne of its elements, viz. sodium, 
furnishes British alkali, which is converted into yarious kinds of soap, also 
erystals of soda for the arts, carbonate of soda, and various other prepara- 
tions of this substance for medicine. The other element of salt, viz. 
chlorine, is brought into combination with lime, and furnishes chloride of 
lime, which is extensively employed by the linen and ealico manu- 
facturer.

ANTIQUITY OF THE MINRBS OF DERBYSHIRE. 


Having in a former Number of the Mining Journal made an 
extract from the Mining Review, upon the “ Antiquity of Mines,” 
we are pleased to find thatit has attracted attention, and elicited some 
remarks from the pen of an intelligent Correspondent of the 
Derbyshire Courier. We have previously availed ourselves of 
valuable matter contained in that publication, and now feel plea- 
sure in transferring to our columns the communication referred 
to (from Mr. Robert Wallace, of Chesterfield), on this interesting sub. 
ject; while at the same time we are induced to set Mr. Wallace 
right on the subject of Silver Mines. That gentleman states of 
“silver mines”, det. “in the strict sense of the term, there are none ;"' 
although even 400 ounces to the ton have, he states, in some 
instances, been extracted from lead ores. We may observe Wheal 
Brothers, near Callington, in the County of Cornwall is worked 
as a Silver Mine, in some instances yielding from 4,000 to 5,000 
ounces of silver to the ton, and quite distinct as to its mineral 
product from any mine hitherto worked in England, specimens of 
which, of the red oxide of silver yielding nearly 60 per cent. are 
in our possession, while there is little or no lead extracted therefrom, 

In an extract from the Mining Review, inserted in the last number of 

your paper, it is stated, that, in the year 1790, a pig of lead, “ weighing 
twelve stone, was found at Matlock, bearing the following inseription ; 
* Ti. Ci. Tr. Lut. Br. Exarg.’ which are supposed to be the abbreviations 
of * Tiberii Claudiani TriumviriLutudari Britannorum Exargentaria.” The 
proper reading of the inscription, | suspect, is, ‘TI. CL. TR. LUT. BR, 
EX. ARG.,’ which | would decipher, and interpret thus: —‘ Tiberio Clau- 
diano Triumviro Lutudarensi, Brigantum ex Argentariis. —From the sil. 
ver mines of the Brigantes, during the Triumvirate of Tiberius Claudianus 
at Lutudarum.’ 

My more immediate object, in noticing this paragraph, is to direct at- 
tention to the fart, that the Lu¢udarum mentioned in the inscription is no 
other than the ancient Reman station, that once occupied the spot on 
which the town of Chesterfield now stands, or some spot contiguous to it; 
probably the space between Holywell Cross and the residence of G. Y. Wil. 
kinson, Esq. of Tapton, the site of whose house, | have been told, formerly 
went by the name of the Castle Hill. The word Lutudarum, as appears 
from Baxter’s Glossarium, is a Latinized form of the ancient British Léu 
atodre, or Lhu at odarr, which denotes the castle, or fortification at the 
boundaries. ‘This is supposed to have been a muniment or defence of the 
Vigantes, or Iceni, erected probably before the Romans had conquered the 
northern parts of England; and to have been intended to protect the 
boundaries of Geviccia from the incursions of the Brigantes, as its situa- 
tion indicates. The river Rother, whose name is derived from Yr odar, 
(the boundary), and upon which Lutudarum, or Lutacaron stood, was the 
most southern point in the courptry of the ancient Brigantes. By a 
similar devivation, Rotherhithe, in Surrey, which is situated on the Thames, 
is said to mean Ripa Limitis, (the boundary bank,) because this place 
formed the boundary between the Cantii and the Trinobantes; and Rot 
terdam, in Holland, is supposed to denote Agger Limitis, (the boundary 
dam, or mound). ‘Tiberius Clandianus, if that be the same indicated by 
the abbreviations Tl. CL., seems to have been a Teiumvir Monetalis, or 
Master of the Mint, whose residence was fixed at the eastle of the Brigan 
tine boundary, or ancient Chesterfield; so at least IT interpret the abbrevi 
ations TR. LUT. It is not improbable that he also had the superintend 
ence of the mines in the surrounding district, and that the remainder of 
the inscription, BR. EX. ARG., denotes that the piece of metal upon 
which it is enstamped was the produce of those mines. Should it be ob 
jected that there is now po silver mine in Derbyshire, and that there would 
be an impropricty in marking a pig of levd as the produce of a silver 
mine, the attention of the objector is entreated to the following remarks; 
Silver mines, in the strict sense of the term, there are none, and probably 
there never were any in Great Britain. Silver, however, has been found 
mixed with lead in different parts of the island, in very large quantitics ; 
sometimes even in the proportion of 400 ounces to the ton, But the 
quantity fluctuates, and has been very ditlerent at different periods. This 
we know to have been remarkably the case with regard to the lead mines 
in Devonshire and Cardiganshire, from the latter of which Sir Hugh 
Middleton at one time realized as much as 2000/. per month, which en 
abled him to carry into execution his favourite project of supplying Loo 
don with water. ‘The lead which bas of late years been ebtained from the 
mines in Derbyshire contains so small a quantity of silver, that there are 
at present, | believe, no smelting houses in the county at which silver is 
extracted. But it was probably far diflerent when Chesterfield was called 
lutudarum. Cicero, indeed, asserts, that the whole island dees pot con 
tain a single seruple of silver. But in his time, the koowledge which the 
Romans had acquired of the capabilities of this country was exceedingly 
limited ; and it seems probable, that in lers than a century afterwards sil- 
ver was extracted in great abundance trom the lead ores of Great Britain 
It is doubtful whether the ancient Uritons were sufficiently advanced in the 
arts of civilization to be aware of the existence of silver in their lead ore, 
or whether they knew enough of metallurgy to epable thera to obtain it in 
a pure state; but the Komans, who soon ¢ olightened them upon this sub 
ject, probably worked the mines for no other purpose than that of extract 
ing the silver, which the lead ore of Great Britain is koown univeronily to 
contain, in larger or smaller proportions. Henee the words ex Argentariis 
(from the silver mines).

In our present Number will be found a report of the pro- 
ceedings at a meeting of one of the companies lately: formed 
for working mines in the county of Cornwall, which affords us 
an opportunity of making some general remarks applicable to 
all companies, In the present instance we find im the ac- 
count submitted to the meeting an item running thus: * Office 
Charges; Rent of Office, Salaries, Stationery, Tron Chest, 
and other office furniture, Advertisements, Postages, &c. 
£782 7s. Gd.” Of this amount, which appears moderate, as 
including so many items, would our readers believe that £450 
is a charge for salaries of three directors! while the secretary 
and clerk together receive £130 per annum !! We give the 
directors much credit for the economy observed in the manage- 
ment, excepting as relates to the, salaries which they fixed for 
themselves without ever having consulted the proprietors, and 
which do appear tous exorbitant, It is right, however, that 
we should give the éxplanation of the directors why they should 
receive, or rather ¢ave £160 per annum each for their services : 
Tt was stated by the chairman that the gentlemen in the direction 
devoted three hours daily to the affairs of the Company, erge 
they should have each £3 per week. Let us then see whether 
three hours per day, occupied in attending to the management 
of the mines, are necessary, and what is the nature of the busi- 
ness to which their attention is directed, In the first place, 
there is a Weekly Report from the Mines, We will suppose this 
oceupies three hours of one day in the week to ae and 
answer; there is also, we presume, the Monthly Cost Sheet, 


, and for the remainder of the time we are ata loss to 
guess as to its application, without it is in seeing that the Se- 
cretary and Clerk fulfill the duties of their respective offices, 
and earn the handsome salaries which the Directors have so 
liberally appropriated to them. 

In sober earnest, however, this is a subject which calls for 
serious observation, and we trust that in directing our atten- 
tion to it, we shall also direct that of our readers. There is a 
species of jobbing going forward in Directorships which must 
be exposed and exploded, We take up one, two, nay, in some 
instances, half a dozen prospectuses, and A. B. or C. D. is 
found in each as a Director, Now, if this said A. B. or C. D. 
is in receipt of £150 per annum from each Company, of which 
he composes a part of the Board of Management, we can very 
well a teal why Companies multiply, and why he should 
devote so much time to their concerns; but how, allowing 
that three hours per day is necessary to each, can he do his 
duty to the whole, while, a} Secretary and Clerk, whose time 
is engaged throughout the day, are receiving not one third of 
the amount of the Directors’ salaries. We are not advocates 
for unpaid services; we think every labourer is worthy of his 
hire, whatever capacity he may fill; and experieuce has proved 
that an unpaid direction is never of advantage to the share- 
holders. But we consider this an abuse of a principle which 
we should at all times contend for, and as such it is our duty 
to expose it. j 

One other observation, and we dismiss the subject for the 
present. Directors may or may not hold a single share for 
not being registered shareholders, no procf can be adduced one 
way or the other,

THE FUNDS. 





CITY. 

The variations in the funds, either English or Foreign, have been incon- 

siderable throughout the week, and the transactions by no means extensive; 

nevertheless the intelligence which has transpired through various chan. 

nels has maintained a lively interest amongst all persons engaged in the 
funds and money operations generally. 


In spite of the intrigues, not to say hostile disposition of the French 
Government, neutralised as they are no doubt by the state of public 
opinion all over the west of Europe, Spanish affairs wear a decidedly 
improved and promising appearance. The Andalusian forces commanded 
by Las Navas, originally collected under the stern necessity of controlling 
the government, and of ejecting the Gallo-Spanish ministry of Toreno, 
have thrown off the extravagant politics of their general, and returned to 
subordination to the government; all the juntas have either dissolved 
themselves, or retaining only the powers of provincial councils, are acting 
in unity with the general government.

The Carlist parties in Catalonia, as was to be expected from the mark d 
dispositions of that province, have been defeated and dispersed, and the®i 
leader forced to take refuge behind the French frontier. 


Notwithstanding the wilful misrepresentations of the French press, 
there are good grounds for believing that the great social and political, 
and above all the indispensable revolution in Spain, will be effected with 
a tranquillity which, from the limited information possessed here as to 
the domestic affairs and opinions of the Spanish nation, was not antici- 
pated twelvemonths ago, by the most careful and impartial politicians. 


The composition made between the government and the monks, the dis- 
solution of the convents, and the sale of lands, which, as in Portugal, will 
be made at nominal prices, will create an extensive class of new proprie- 
tors. Leagued with the mercantile and middle classes of the people by the 
very nature of the tide under which they will hold their purchased lands, 
they will constitute a formidable and decisive accession to the principles 
of the great and beneficial changes which are effecting. 

Freed from disaffection and civil strife beyond the Ebro, the government 
appears to be steadily and rapidly preparing the means of overwhelming 
the Carlist army in Biscay; the ministry of Mendizabel, like all govern. 
ments possessing the affections of the great majority of the people, finds 
no difficulty in meeting the extraordinary expenditure incurred by the 
army in the North, The drafts of the government on the provincial 
treasuries are again discounted by the Madrid bankers, and voluntary 
contributions are also made.’ 

It may be finally remarked on this subject, which deservedly engrosses 
the public attention, that the Spanish nation is every day assuming a 
more independent position. Undisturbed by the arts and intrigues of the 
French government, and taking small note of the hollow friendship of the 
English government, which is altogether in the hands of proprietors who 
sacrifice all external political consi lerations to the question of peace, the 
Spaniards seem resolved to rely upon themselves, and are thus wisely 
taking the only means of succes iully effecting the improvements required 
in their mode of internal government.

Added to the usual intelligence from the Continent, several arrivals have 
taken place from the westward. By the packet ship of the 2d instant ar 

rived from New York, it appears that the exchange upon England still 
remains low, viz. 84 %premium. The packet arrived from Vera Cruz and 
Havannah brings 750,000 dollars in specie. 


The disputes between the Bank of England and the Joint Stock Banks 
having been compounded for the present, the alarm which had begun to 
prevail in the Money Market has subsided. If the course which the Bank 
of England has been pursuing in September and October, 1834, and again

sufficiency of their paid-up capitals, the Bank of England deserves so far 
the approbation of the public. ’ 
Instead, however, of suddenly or indiscriminately curtailing discounts 
the Directors ought boldly and openly to declare their opinions; to distin. 
guish as publicly as possible between the different species of Joint Stock Banks, 
the respectable and the fraudulent, and finally and resolutely to reject all 
suspicious paper circulated by the weak and jobbing associations by whieh

To the Editor of the Mining Journal. 


Dear Evrtor, —Success to The Mining Journal. For the short tim 
your publication has been in existence, the strong hold it has acquired of 
the public estimation is truly extraordinary. In your leading article of 
the 10th of October, you made some reference to the present state of the 
railroad mania, pointing out to the public the syren influence these works 
made on men, and as [ aim a little anxious to renew the sane subject, you 
probably will give this letter insertion. [t will be necessary first to tell 
you, that I am in no way connected with horse-flesh, hay, straw, or any 
of the paraphernalia of or belonging to a stage-coach, therefore | am not 
influenced by interest, and that prejudice does not influeace me; it may 
be as well to add, that Lam no enemy to railroads, indeed, { am enthusi- 
astic on the subject, well knowing the importance of such works, and well 
estimating the great revolution that must follow their introduction in the 
welfare of man; and [ look forward to the day when the Zaharas of 
Africa shall acknowledge the genius of a Watt, and Panama’s isthmus 
shall no longer be a barrier to a communication between the Atlantic and 
Pacific. The day may be far removed before these changes take place, 
but come it must. That a species of infatuation occupies the mind of the 
public with regard.to the profitableness of railroads must be admitted. In 
the various prospectuses (or prospectus if you like) that have come before 
my eyes, | have observed that the calculation of the profit derivable from 
the different roads has not been fairly estimated. The number of passen- 
gers passing between towns has been put down at the rate now charged by 
coaches, which is a false datum, for the introduction of railroads must 
cause a considerable decline in the value of horses, and render their food 
infinitely more cheap, hence the coach proprietor will be enabled to run 
his stage at a much less cost, consequently the fares will be much reduced, 
and thus competition will compel the railroad proprietors to reduce their 
charge. Every one will admit, if any railroad in England could afford a 
profitable return for the outlay of capital, it is that between Manchester 
and Liverpool ; and what do we behold! It is well known that the cotton 
manufacture forms one-half of the value of the exports of the United 
Kiugdom, the greater portion of which is manufactured in and about Mat 
chester, consequently the transport of goods is considerably greater be 
tween Liverpool and Manchester than between any other two towns in 
England, for the cotton is first sent in a raw state, and then returned 
manufactured for export. At the same time it may be observed, that in a 
given space of 30 miles there are no towns in England that have a greater 
intercourse of persons. Now if we look at the returns of the company, 
we find that one half of its income is derived from merchandize alone, 
and with all its advantages it only pays a dividend of 9 per cent. Coal is
